anybody  can  tell  amid  the  gleam  and  glit- 
‘b  ter  of  ’ the  glazing,  whether  the  Lord  s 
lb  praver  or  a love  song  was  printed  there  or 
vs  a baby’s  black  hair  accidentally  got  into 
of  the  paper  when  it  was  being  made,  dr  what, 
xl  really  was  there.  So  we  meet  professors  - 
be  sometimes  who  have  so  much  of  the  polish 
of  this  world,  and  the  lines  of  their  Chris- 
hd  tianity  are  so  fine  that  we  need  a magm- 
ey  fying  glass  to  see  them  well  enough  to  know 
ie-  what  they  are.
